F RIEND SHIP is a very ſcarce plant; to be found only in 


the ſlower the more likely to abide; extremely delicate in it's tex- 
ture, and requires much culturing and watering. It thrives beſt in 
the calm ſunſhine of proſperity, but rarely ſurvives the rude blaſts 
of adverſe winds: if it endures a ſhock of that nature, it takes deeper 
root, and flouriſhes ſtil] more. Yet care muſt be taken to prune 
the luxuriant branches, which will be of great ſervice to the plant ; 
and a mould, called principle, ought frequently to be ſifted on; to- 
gether with a fine clear water, known by the name of ſtri& piety, 
with which it muſt often be refreſhed, and which will render it pro- 


froſts of indifference, will be found greatly injurious to it; on the 


abundantly revive and ſtrengthen it. 
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The ſeeds of this plant are not ealily procured; but, I believe, 
they may be found, where religion, frankneſs, and fincerity reſide: 
a diſintereſted heart, and an open ingenuous temper, joined to a con- 

ſcious inferiority, are pre- requiſites to obtaining this precious ſeed,
